To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Dummer  School  District: 

Foreword 

As  a  result  of  the  Special  Meeting  held  last  May,  the  School 
Board  closed  the  Willis  School  and  tuitioned  Grades  1-6  to  Berlin. 
Any  major  change  in  an  educational  pattern  creates  problems,  but 
these  were  kept  to  a  minimum.  Your  School  Board  and  Superintend- 
ent found  the  Berlin  School  Department  to  be  most  cooperative  in 
assisting  the  changeover. 

Budget   and  Warrant 

The  requested  school  budget  for  1965-66  totals  $27,455.19,  an 
increase  of  $4,266.00  from  this  year's  budget  of  $23,189.19.  Included 
in  the  proposed  budget  is  a  $1,000.00  allowance  for  any  additional 
pupils  and  $6,500.00  for  a  new  school  bus.
